Tue published plans of the Ways and 
Means Committee of Congress, to handle the 
tariff revision proposed, at the special session 
for the purpose which President-elect Wilson 
has announced he will call, have aroused gen- 
eral approval. Public hearings will begin be- 
fore the committee at Washington on Janu- 
ary 6 and end on the last day of the month. 
One day each will be given to chemicals, 
earthenware, metals, agricultural products, 
cotton, flax, wool and sundries, and one day 
will be divided between wool and silk, one 
between sugar and spirits and one between 
tobacco and paper, the latter schedule (which 
includes books), in which the publishing trade 
is most particularly interested, coming on 
Friday, January 17. A systematic order of 
hearings has been devised, time will be ap- 
portioned and a particular form of brief has 
been decided on. Witnesses will be required 
to furnish in advance an outline of their ar- 
guments., 

The rules for the hearings, which should 
be carefully noted by those desiring to be 
heard, include previous notice to the clerk 
of the committee. In such applications, 
the following information should be given: 
name; permanent address; temporary ad- 
dress in Washington; person, firm or corpora- 
tion represented; paragraph of the act con- 
cerning which testimony will be given; brief 
mention of attitude to revision of the tariff, 
and the amount of time desired. In addition 
to this, the person intending to give testimony 
should forward in advance to the clerk a copy 
of his brief and of any documents he desires 
to file with the committee. 

In preparing this brief, it is desired that 
the following outline be observed: “State 





| by items and paragraphs the changes in 


duties recommended, assigning in each in- 
stance reasons for recommendations. Es- 
timate the increase or decrease in imports 
by paragraphs and items which would re- 
sult from suggested modification of duties. 
Explain methods or experience relied upon in 
making estimate. Suggestions as to changes 
in phraseology of present tariff law. Sugges- 
tions as to the betterment of the administra- 
tive features of the present law. All briefs 
and other papers filed with the committee 
should have endorsed on them the name and 
address of the persons submitting them and 
the numbers of the paragraphs of the present 
tariff law to which they relate.” 

The PusiisHers’ WEEKLy has not yet heard 
of any intended representation at these hear- 
ings from the publishing trade. 





Tue Supreme Court of the State of New 
York rendered a decision, recently, that forms 
a precedent of interest to every man receiv- 
ing shipments of merchandize. In the case 
referred to, a railroad company claimed that 
it could not make delivery because the con- 
signee’s siding was crowded, and that before 
a space was cleared for the goods forty-eight 
hours had elapsed, with the consequent accu- 
mulation of demurrage charges of $11. These 
the consignee refused to pay, on the ground 
that the siding was not crowded, and that a 
proper delivery should have been made. The 
cars were then shunted to a nearby siding, 
there to remain till $300 in charges had been 
accumulated. Then they were sold, the rail- 
road company reimbursing itself for the de- 
murrage charges. The railroad’s defence to 
the action was that there was a “construc- 
tive” delivery. It lost the case, however, 
largely on its failure to notify the consignor 
promptly of its inability for any cause to de- 
liver, the court holding, in substance, that 
common carriers must make actual deliveries 
of the goods entrusted to them or speedily 
advise the shippers of the goods of their in- 
ability to do so.

BOOKS AND READING. 


An ARTICLE IN THE “INDEPENDENT” BY 
Wi.irAm J. GAyNnor, MAyor or 
New Yorxk City. 


AND so you wish to visit me here in my 
library and get from me an article on libra- 
ries, and books, and reading, and learned 
men, and bookish men, and bookshops, and 
so on. It is a large subject. I can only skim 
over it with an every-day recollection. You 
can help by asking a question here and there. 
There are so many public libraries here now 
that people do not need to buy books. And 
these libraries have all kinds of books, even 
rare and curious ones. The number of fa- 
miliar old bookshops diminished as _ these 
public libraries grew. According to Professor 
Mahaffy there was a bookshop in ancient 
Athens. I never think of the burning of the 
great library of Alexandria without a pang. 
It is said that when consulted by his general 
who had captured that city in the seventh 
century, the Arabian Caliph Omar said that 
if the books of the library contained only 
what was in the Koran they were superflu- 
ous, if anything else they were heretical, and 
that, therefore, in either case they should be 
burned. This story was invented long after- 
wards. The Arabians were a learned people. 
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They were not burners of books. Every de- 
partment of science was enriched by their 
learned men. Western civilization owes them 
much. The very numerals in which we keep 
our accounts we got from them. Libraries 
preserve errors as well as truths. I suppose 
there are as many errors as truths in them. 
The errors as well as the truths of each age 
are stored in books. That written down in 
books as the height of wisdom in one age 
often becomes the height of folly in the next. 
This is so in science, in theology, and in 
everything. And so books lead us into many 
false paths unless we are wary. I suppose 
we all know a few very wise people who are 
unable to read at all. There is a large amount 
of innate knowledge in all of us. It develops 
with the growth of our minds and bodies 
from birth. It is the same with all animals. 
Who taught the ant to bite every grain of 
corn she carries into her hill lest it take root 
and grow? She did not read it in any book. 

But I fear I am wandering away from what 
you want. Reading, you say? Reading is to 
no purpose without thinking, except for pas- 
time or amusement. Reading is thinking with 
the head of another person instead of your 
own. One who reads without thinking grad- 
ually fritters away his power of thinking. 
Reading may be an aid, but to possess a 
thought we have to work it out ourselves, and 
make it a part of ourselves. The self-thinker 
is equipped for action. He who reads with- 
out thinking is not. When called upon: for 
action he is all the while trying to recollect 
the words or thoughts of others which he 
has read, and to shape his words or acts 
thereto. No one ever did a _ considerable 
work in the world who was not a self-thinker. 
Too much reading weakens the judgment. 
What we absorb by reflection becomes part 
and parcel of our mental processes and comes 
forth spontaneously for use when the mind 
enters the society of facts or ideas to which 
it belongs. Mere feats of memory are of 
little or no use. To be able to remember and 
repeat many names, or verses, or the like, 
may be likened to the physical feats or tricks 
of acrobats. They excite the same attention 
by their novelty, and are alike of little worth. 
The Roman general who is said to have been 
able to repeat the names of all of his soldiers 
seems to have had no other distinction. Ab- 
sorption, not verbal memory, forms judgment. 
There was for a long time in this country 
a distrust of scholarly and bookish men in 
respect of business or public affairs. We have 
not altogether got over it yet. They were 
called “literary fellers.” But history shows 
that such men have given the best govern- 
ment and achieved the best results when 
given the opportunity. We elected a learned, 
literary and bookish man President of the 
United States the other day in Woodrow 
Wilson. Such men acquit themselves well when 
called into government. But that happens 
only to a few. It is the same in general busi- 
ness and affairs. Men who make themselves 
learned in a certain calling or business by 
means of study excel the men of long experi- 
ence, but without learning. Of great rulers 
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who were learned, it is easy to cite instances. 
Alexander the Great was a student, philoso- 
pher and learned man. He possessed all the 
learning of his time. Aristotle was his tutor, 
and he served for a time as his amenuensis. 
When he went into Asia on his great military 
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never to have had any desire or intention of 
publishing them. In the midst of camps and 


great affairs he mused over them and wrote 
them down on tablets as a solace to his own 
He had a true conception of God and 
As I finished reading his book 


soul. 
the universe.

expedition he took a retinue of learned men 
with him. Wherever he went he sought out 
learned men and philosophers and conversed 
with them. He called to see Diogenes in his 
tub at Corinth, and after conversing with 
him said, as he turned away: “Were I not 
Alexander I would wish to be Diogenes.” 
Czsar was also a man of learning, an orator, 
and given to philosophy. He wrote a book 
of apothegms, which is unfortunately lost. 
The philosophical mind has always been prone 
to express itself in parable, or aphorism or 
fable. As an orator he was capable of hold- 
ing his own against Cicero. His “Commen- 
taries” have not been excelled as a model of 
pregnant narrative. At the same time, he 
could be nimble and jocose of wit, as when 
being hailed as king by some of the populace 
he responded that his name was not King, but 
Cesar—King being a surname ‘with the Ro- 
mans as with us. 

The Emperor Marcus Aurelius left his 
philosophical thoughts in writing. He seems 


again, not long ago, I could not help writing 
on the flyleaf as follows: “Consider that the 
great universe, of which thou art only a 
trivial speck, is governed by fixed laws, and 
be therefore content in all things, and espe- 
cially to die at any time and abide God’s will 
of thee, whether of individual future life, or 
dissolution into universal mind and matter.” 
That is the sum and substance of what his 
mind leaves other minds pregnant of. 
Napoleon was one of the greatest readers 
of his time and much given to the society of 
learned men. He took a large body of scien- 
tific and learned men along with him in his 
military expedition to Egypt. When he came 
back he dressed in the garb of the academi- 
cians for a time and consorted with men of 
learning. He read in his coach as he traveled 
on his campaigns, and if a book impressed 
him as worthless he threw it out of the win- 
dow. It is said his route could be traced by 
the litter of books along the roadside. But 
I suppose this is an exaggeration. Lord 
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Rosebery, in his book on Napoleon, says that | parable at the head of them all. Jefferson 


he had a library of 800 volumes on the field 
of Waterloo. Did you ever hear of a more 
astonishing thing? You cannot help doubting 
it, you say. Nor can J. But it is true that 
he carried many books about with him, and 
had special editions printed and bound for 
his own library. Frederick the. Great was a 
literary man. He kept. Voltaire, the greatest 
thinker and literary genius of that age, by 
him for a time to commune with him over 
poetry, philosophy and learning. Do you not 
think the minds of these two men were much 
alike? No? Well, it has always seemed so 
to me. They were each what some call queer, 
jealous of each other, and spat and quarreled 
like cats. 

Queen Elizabeth was learned to a singular 
and rare degree. To the end of her long life 
she had set hours for study and reflection. 
She was fond of men of learning and philos- 
ophy. There never seems to have been any 
objection to literary men in public affairs or 
as state$men in Great Britain. England pre- 
sents a long list of literary men who came 
to eminence in public affairs, as Burke, Dis- 
raeli, Gladstone, and I hope you will let me 
add Balfour. His book, “Foundations of 
Belief,” has been taken too little note of. 
Nor should the present Churchill be omitted. 
Gladstone was the most bookish of English 
statesmen. He thrust his spoon into every 
dish. But he was superficial. He will not 
survive either as orator or writer. He 
was a rhetorician, but not an orator. Sel- 
dom have the rhetorician and the orator 
united in the same person. Most of the 
world’s orators have been only plain, some 
of them poor, speakers. It is hard to be- 
lieve that Demosthenes, being asked for the 
first, then the second, and then the third 
requisites of an orator, answered each time 
“action.” Instead of being a requisite, action 
can be dispensed with. The three requisites 
for an orator are, first, the man (an honest 
man with a purpose); second, a message to 
deliver (something to say); and last and 
least, the way of saying it. Some orators 
have been stutterers. Francis Bacon says 
Moses stuttered. Rhetoricians have always 
been distrusted as dishonest. Orators never. 
The Roman Republic banished the rheto- 
rician several times. How would it do for 
us to do the like? 

The name of Francis Bacon cannot be 
omitted when learned men and philosophers 
who were eminent in public affairs are 
mentioned. His writings are one of the 
world’s marvels. It is seldom so prodigious 
a mind has ever been conferred on any of 
the sons of men. It might not be easy to 
give a list of literary men among the Irish 
statesmen. A few of them were orators. 
Parnell does not seem to have read anything. 
He was the bookless statesman. He was igno- 
rant even of Irish history. And he was 
neither rhetorician nor orator. We had phil- 
osophers and literary men in public affairs in 
this country at the beginning more than later 
on. Benjamin Franklin stands out incom- 


was a great student, as the writings he left 
after him attest. He was also a philosopher. 
Hamilton does not seem to have had even a 
touch of philosophy, but in political economy, 
in history, and in the art of government was 
the ablest man of his time in all the world. 
Nearly all of the men developed by the 
French Revolution were learned or literary 
men. The only exception I can think of at 
this moment is the brewer Santerre, whose 
names survives only because he had a voice 
which could be heard all over Saint-Antoine, 
and, as I think some say, half way out to 
Saint-Cloud. We find Robespierre, at the 
age of nineteen, corresponding with Benja- 
min Franklin on a scientific topic. Even 
Marat was an educated and scientific man. 
He was an eminent and fashionable physician 
in Soho Square, London, for ten years. He 
returned to France to participate in the 
French revolution. Carlyle tries to damn him 
by calling him “horse-leech.” He also pic- 
tures him as unclean, even nasty, in his per- 
son. He hints even worse than he says. You 
may know what J mean if you read Gibbon’s 
Latin footnote concerning the same thing said 
of the Emperor Julian. But, all the same, 
Marat was murdered while in his: bathtub in 
his own home—rather conclusive proof that 
he was of cleanly personal habit. At the head 
of the Champlain delegation which recently 
came over here from France was Hanotaux, 
formerly head of the French Foreign Office. 
He is a bookish and literary man. He is often 
seen in the bookshops of Paris, or groping 
along the long row of little bookstalls on the 
opposite side of the Seine—more than a thou- 
sand in number. The late John Hay, in this 
country, was also the better equipped as Sec- 
retary of State by his literary accomplish- 
ments. 

But I must not run on this way further. 
You want me to say something about my own 
library and books and reading? I would 
rather pass that over. I have collected my 
books one by one. As I wanted a book I 
bought it. In that way a library grows fast 
énough, and you have the books you want. 
And your library is part of you all the time. 
My advice is not to buy a whole library at 
once. Yes, I have spent some time in the 
old bookshops of New York. They are now, 
alas, nearly all past away. I saw men in 
them who have since come to eminence. It 
would serve no purpose to enumerate the 
names of these old bookshops. You could 
get any sort of book in Leggatt’s. One of 
the last of them was Miller's, in Nassau 
Street. How he liked to talk with you about 
books, and what infinite trouble he would 
take to get a book for you! One day I went 
in and asked him for “Goschen on Exchange.” 
He scratched his head and said he did not 
have it, but would get it and send it to me 
next day. After three days I got a letter 
from him that there was not a copy of it 
to be found in the city of New York, and that 
he had sent to England for it. I had re- 
cently heard the debate in the British Par- 
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liament, in 1893, on the closing of the Indian 
mint to the coinage of silver,and the speech 
of Balfour on bimetalism, and had bought 
and read the best books on that subject. I 
then wanted to read the leading books on 
exchange, as the growing disparity between 
gold and silver was dislocating the interna- 
tional exchanges of the world. I mention 
this incident as it made me doubtful of fol- 
lowing the lead of our bankers and financiers 
and business men on these subject, then much 
rife among us, for if they were students 
thereof the standard books treating of them 
would have been for sale here. By the way, 
Goschen is an example of how a man of 
learning on any subject may come to the 
front in public affairs in England. The ap- 
pearance of his book on exchange caused him 
to be made Chancellor of the Exchequer over 
the heads of others, at a bound—per saltum, 
as the phrase is. 

Uncut editions are annoying to those who 
frequent bookshops. And the “expurgated 
edition”—what will I say of that? Just think 
of an expurgated edition of Rabelais! I 
picked one up in a bookshop in London some 
years ago. I think it had a very short sale. 
What places of infinite solace the old book- 
shops were! You ask me to give a list of 
ten or fifteen of the greatest books. I would 
rather not try to do that. But I have no 
objection to giving you a list of the books 
which have affected or shaped me the most. 
They are as follows: The Bible, Euclid, 
Shakespeare, Hume’s “History of England” 
(especially the notes), Homer’s Iliad, Milton 
(“Paradise Lost”), Cervantes (“Don Quix- 
ote”), Rabelais, “Gil Blas,” Franklin’s “Au- 
tobiography and Letters,” Plutarch’s “Lives,” 
“The Autobiography of Benvenuto Cellini,” 
“Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire,” 
Adam Smith’s “Wealth of Nations,” and 
Bacon’s works. I should add the leading 
books which deal with what I may call the 
philosophy of history, such as Draper’s “In- 
tellectual Development of Europe,” Lecky’s 
“History of European Morals,” Buckle’s “His- 
tory of Civilization,” and the late Emil 
Reich’s “Success Among Nations.” The “Imi- 
tation of Christ,” filled with religious philos- 
ophy, line after line, should not be omitted. 
More copies of it have been read in the 
Christian world than of any other book save 
the Bible. It has soothed the hearts of more 
than forty generations of Christians. The 
author of is not known with certainty. Prot- 
estants and Catholics claim it and read it 
alike. The Bible is incomparably the great- 
est book of all. The philosophy, the poetry, 
the imagery, the elevation of thought, of the 
Old Testament have never been approached. 
No one has since come into the world capable 
of writing the Twenty-third Psalm, for in- 
stance. 

By the way, Shakespeare was born on the 
day Cervantes died, wasn’t he? Some of the 
commentators on Shakespeare say that the 
word “handsaw” in Hamlet is a copyist’s 
error for “hernsaw,” some sort of a bird. 
It occurs in the passage, “I know a hawk 
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from a handsaw.” But here is the same thing 
in “Don Quixote,” namely, “There is some 
difference between a hawk and a handsaw.” 
The most jaunty and nimble piece of narra- 
tive in our language, if not in any other, is 
Lord Bacon’s “New Atlantis,” Just read it 
and see. To bring your style down from 
stilts, and make it easy and plain, read 
Newman’s “Apologia.” We must not fail to 
mention Burton’s “Anatomy of Melancholy,” 
which is the greatest collection of curious 
learning to be found in any book, anciént or 
modern. It is a marvel of learning and re- 
search. The Baconians claim that Bacon 
wrote it as well as the Shakespeare plays. 
They say they trace his cypher through it. 
I hope you will not think I am loquacious if 
I tell you how I once convinced three of my 
four associates when I was a Justice of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court by 
citing Burton’s “Anatomy of Melancholy” as 
an authority. It was a divorce case against 
a man. The proof showed that he met the 
woman at the railroad station, that they came 
together in a hack with their baggage to the 
hotel, that the man registered them as man 
and wife, and that they went to the bedroom 
assigned to them. One of the judges wrote 
an opinion that this evidence was not suffi- 
cient. I wrote an opinion that the legal in- 
ference of misconduct could and should be 
drawn from it, that they did not go there 
to say their prayers, and cited that passage 
of the “Anatomy of Melancholy” which says 
of a man under such conditions, “it is pre- 
sumed he saith not a paternoster.” The case 
is known as the “paternoster case.” 

Now, we cannot keep on this way, and 
maybe we might as well stop here. We have 
looked all along the shelves, and you see that 
some of my books are below the mark. If 
they had been in Don Quixote’s library when 
his books were put on trial by the curate 
and the barber, after he got home from his 
first sally and was put to bed by his house- 
keeper and nurse, I am quite certain they 
would have been burned up in the same heap 
with the foolish books they condemned and 
committed to the flames. The comparatively 
few books which were printed in the first 
century or less after the art of printing was 
discovered are called the “incunabula.” The 
images of the minds of writers are preserved 
forever in their books, while images of the 
body are lost after a few ages. I am all the 
time wondering if in the excavations of 
houses at Pompeii and other places they will 
not finally discover the lost books of Livy. 

Yes, artistically bound books are great 
sources of pleasure. I have not talked with 
anyone on that subject since the death of the 
late William Matthews. He had a choice col- 
lection of exquisitely bound books. As good 
an authority as I know on that subject, and 
particularly on inlaid books, is Mr. Daniel 
Treadwell, who still survives among us at a 
fine old age. How do I read? If the book

of my books are spoiled in that way. 
look at them. 
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books the passages I mark. See this passage 
marked in the Odyssey—how Ulysses in his 
wanderings sighed to see again “the smoke 
rising from the hearths of his native land.” 
And this one, that “When he escaped from 
the den of Cyclops he did not go back for 
his cap and belt.” He was out of danger and 
knew enough to stay there, unlike some other 
people. There are a large number of proverbs 
and wise maxims in “Don Quixote’—more 
than in any other book I can now think of 
save the Bible. See this curious one I have 
marked: “Between the yea and the nay of a 
woman, I would not undertake to thrust the 
point of a needle.” And here is this marked: 
“The mountains breed learned men, and phil- 
osophers are to be found in the huts of shep- 
herds.” But we cannot go into this. I have 
several times thought of publishing a full 
collection of them. 


BOOKS FOR THE BUSY MAN. 


Wuat books shall a man read who has but 
little time for reading, asks The Nation in a 
recent editorial. There are thousands of men 
in business life and in the professions to 
whom the question is very real. On the one 
hand there is the desire to keep one’s self 
from being completely absorbed in the daily 
struggle for existence. The longing for the 
printed word can never be quite extinguished 
where once the appetite has been indulged. 
The memory persists of those spacious realms 
of human thought into which one just caught 
a distant glimpse during the pleasant, idle 
days at college, and cheerfully passed by. On 
the other hand there is the discouraging re- 
flection that such reading as one undertakes 
must be necessarily carried on by fits and 
starts, prolonged over ridiculous periods of 
time, and without assurance that the book be- 
gun will ever be finished. Under such cir- 
cumstances the proper answer would seem to 
be that if the busy man of the world is to do 
any serious reading at all, he must read little 
books, or else bigger books condensed for the 
purpose of rapid consumption. Such at least 
is the belief of the publishers in this country 
and in England, as appears from the present 
profusion of literary handbooks, scientific 
handbooks, historical primers, and the like. 
The presumption is that the tired business 
man will pluck up the necesary courage when 
confronted by a thin, small volume, which can 
be disposed of in a few half-hours. 

Experience, however, by no means justifies 
such a conclusion. It is no paradox to state 
that, for the man who has little time for 
reading, the only proper book is the very big 
book; and if the book consists of half-a-dozen 
volumes, so much the better. In this con- 
nection we may quote a bit of sound advice 
administered the other day by President But- 
ler of Columbia to an audience made up of 
men who, like the busy man of the world, 
seem to find little time for reading—namely, 
our college undergraduates. “Resolve to pass 
the year,” said Dr. Butler. “in company with 
some one high and noble character.” And 
he went on: 
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“Let the year be made noteworthy by pass- 
ing it in company with the poetry of Alfred 
Tennyson. Or, if in another mood, pass the 
year in close and familiar company with the 
essays of Emerson, or with that masterpiece 
of biography, Lord Morley’s “Life of Glad- 
stone.” The nineteenth century left no nobler 
or more inspiring life than that of Pasteur. 
Perhaps you may prefer to pass the year in 
company with that life as told by Vallery- 
Radot.” 

The point is that a man should choose a 
big book for companionship, and, having made 
his choice, should be content to spend a year 
in its company. The speaker had in mind the 
moral influence of such an exercise. But it 
has also educational and recreative value. 
With the same amount of time and attention 
to invest, the casual reader will derive a 
higher profit by making his investment in 
one solid piece of work than in a dozen 
scattered volumes. 

We may take specific examples. Smith con- 
fesses that, with a great fondness for histor- 
ical reading and with little time to indulge 
his passion, he chances upon Bryce’s “Holy 
Roman Empire.” As it turns out, the press 
of business compels Smith to spend several 
months even over that admirable example of 
compact historical writing. Under such cir- 
cumstances what use is there in trying? But 

erhaps we shall find another reason for 
Smith's slow progress with Mr. Bryce’s book 
if we compare his case with that of Robin- 
son, a business man like Smith, laboring un- 
der approximately the same disadvantages. 
Robinson’s choice fell upon the six volumes 
of Carlyle’s “Frederick the Great.” It was 
a stupendous task, but Robinson set himself 
no daily stint and no time limit. He simply 
made Frederick the Great his principal in- 
tellectual concern for an indefinite future. 
He read little at first, but gathered impetus 
as he went on. It resulted in Frederick the 
Great and Thomas Carlyle and Robinson be- 
ing brought together in an intimate com- 
panionship that constituted one of the deepest 
sources of pleasure to the least celebrated 
man of the three. It may be confessed that 
Robinson was at times in danger of becoming 
a nuisance to his friends. His anecdotes 
were no longer about his latest-born but 
about the man who laid the foundations of 
modern Germany. Robinson seemed also in 
danger of losing all sense of proportion be- 
tween present and past. Mr. Bryan or Mr. 
Roosevelt interested him chiefly because they 
reminded him of something in those six 
heavy volumes by Carlyle. 

We have spoken of history because that is 
a field which, for obvious reasons, exercises 
a broader appeal than any other form of lit- 
erature outside of fiction. Robinson chose 
Carlyle’s “Frederick the Great” as much, un- 
doubtedly, for the sake of Carlyle as for the 
sake of Frederick. This is proved by the 
fact that after he had finished with Freder- 
ick, Robinson passed on—we are discussing 
an authentic case—to Carlyle’s Cromwell. 
Robinson would have chosen well if he had 
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taken Macaulay’s Englattd in five volumes. 
He would probably have fared well with 
Gibbon’s Rome. He might have done well 
with Grote’s Greece. For Robinson had this 
great advantage over Smith who began with 
Mr. Bryce’s “Holy Roman Empire”: he 
found in the array of volumes a breadth of 
horizon, a dramatic sweep of narrative, a 
world of human action and human character 
and human motive which the most perfect 
handbook on history can never hope to pro- 
vide. In other words, once Robinson had 
conquered his initial awe of the vast stretch 
of pages before him, their very amplitude be- 
came an attraction. He had made acquaint- 
ance not with a book, but with a world. His 
half-hour’s reading at night speedily ceased 
to be an exercise, and became a habit. 

So much for the ultimate ease with which 
big books can be read. Of their value there 
can, of course, be no question. No man can 
spend half a year with Gibbon or Macaulay 
or Carlyle without finding his mental stature 
expanding in that high company. Even if 
Robinson had not passed on from Frederick 
to Cromwell, he would have gained a great 
deal. For he would have accomplished what 
the best type of thinker and writer tries to 
achieve, he would have attained,in degree, the 
ideal of the true scholar; namely, the mastery 


of one small field of human knowledge. With ' 


a mind trained in that one field, Robinson, 
in his humble way, is the better prepared to 
approach life, men—and other books. 





THE RESTORATION OF OLD PRINTS 
AND BOOKS. 


Too often, alas, old prints and books that 
come into the possession of collectors and 
booklovers have not withstood the passage of 
years (in many cases centuries) without show- 
ing signs of more or less serious damage. If 
only the paper be considered, the prints fre- 
quently display margins “tattered and torn,” 
or altogether wanting; while the books pre- 
sent whole pages which are “things of shreds 
and patches,” or deficient in other necessary 
respects. It is not a question of the sleight- 
of-hand of certain specialists, veritable fake 
artists, who so expertly “doctor” old prints 
and books, and give to relatively common and 
worthless specimens the characteristics of this 
or that rare edition, so that even collectors 
are at loggerheads over them.’ These are 
dubious processes which sometimes entrap 
even the wariest and most experienced col- 
lectors. To satisfy curiosity, however, a short 
description may be given of those methods 
which, among divers works of restoration, are 
more particularly connected with the paper 
trade—that is to say, the remounting of di- 
lapidated engravings, and the repairing of 
books, operations which resemble more the 
“making-up,” or even the manufacture, of 
paper. 

The operation of remounting prints consists 
in removing what remains of the old margin 
and in putting an entirely new margin around 
the print. This may be done by professional 
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mounters or by amateurs themselves. The 
margin, or what remains of it, is removed 
exactly level with the “frame,” so as to ren- 
der the repairs as little visible as possible. 
The edges of the print are then beveled by 
means of an extremely sharp knife. In a 
strip of paper of exactly the same quality and 
“grain” as the paper of the print, a “window” 
is cut of the same dimensions’as the print to 
be inserted in it, but with edges beveled in 
an opposite direction to the bevel of the print. 
The sheet from which the “framing” is cut 
is previously tinted, if necessary, to the exact 
shade of the print, this tinting being effected 
by immersion in tea or coffee grounds of the 
required strength, and carefully filtered. Cof- 
fee gives better results than tea, which im- 
parts to the paper a less natural tint. The 
two parts prepared in this way imsures the 
perfect fit of the print in its “frame,” the 
parts being then glued together at the bevels 
by means of fish glue. An ivory folding 
stick is used to smooth the line of gluing and 
to insure the adhesion of the two parts, a 
strip of paper being interposed to avoid rub- 
bing the print and the margin at the point 
of junction. A print thus remounted, with- 
out possessing the marketable value of a print 
of the period having the original margins, 
has nevertheless in the eyes of its possessor 
the well-proportioned and harmonious appear- 
ance of the work of primitive art. 

The professional book repairer is content 
to merely replace the missing portion of the 
page by another piece of paper. The modus 
operandi is the same as previously described, 
except that the bevelings are geometrical in 
form. All this necessitates a dexterity and 
skill that is only acquired by long practice, 
conjoined to a natural aptitude, but it is sim- 
ply a work of manipulation. 

An ardent booklover, Monsieur Bochet (an 
engineer in the firm of Frédéric Fouché, well 
known in the paper trade for his aero-con- 
densers), penetrates, however, into King Pa- 
per’s domain. In order to render the repairs 
more perfect, Monsieur Bochet conceived the 
idea of remaking the paper at those parts 
where it was wanting. For this purpose the 
book is first carefully unbound, care being 
taken not to damage the fly leaves. The sepa- 
rate leaves are then washed in a bleaching 
liquid, chlorid of lime, chlorohydric acid, ox- 
alate of potash or permanganate of potash, 
the permanganate treatment being followed 
by passing through soda hyposulphit, so as 
to remoye the violet hue of the paper, which, 
having reassumed its pristine whiteness, is 
rinsed several times in clear water to remove 
all traces of the bleaching agents, and is then 
stretched in its moist state over a wire cloth. 
Meanwhile, a very strongly diluted paper pulp 
is prepared by pounding cigarette paper in a 
mortar, a certain quantity of this pulp being 
taken up in a small tube and very carefully 
spread over the metallic cloth at the missing 
portions. The pulp drips across the cloth, and 
thus reconstitutes the missing portion of the 
leaf; it is united by means of a penknife or 
a fine spatula with the old paper and pressed 
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closely between the felts. Repairs thus exe- 
cuted are, so to speak, invisible. The bleached 
paper is then retinted, in tea or coffee 
grounds, to the color it had before treatment; 
then regummed according to the standard 
method—namely, gelatin and alum. 

The original text will naturally be defec- 
tive upon the joined portions. Writers—ar- 
tists, indeed, in their particular line—rewrite 
this by hand, using inks resembling ancient 
inks, and taking as models, if possible, intact 
copies of the same work. So that it be well 
executed, such a copy immediately attracts 
the intelligent amateur. Better than writing 
the text upon paper, is the making of a good 
block and printing the text on those portions 
where the text is wanting. Certain printing 
firms can make inks that perfectly imitate the 
printing of the period treated. The operations 
of remounting prints and of restoring books 
by gluing paper in the holes necessitates the 
use of a paper analogous to the original as 
regards grain and—in the case of books, as 
regards “laying” and water-marks, if the 
original is “laid.” It is, therefore, a claustral 
task to dispose the piece in such a way that 
the “lay” and the water-marks unite. A pa- 
per similar to, or at least of the same period 
as, the work to be treated must be found, 
and certain: merchants specialize in old papers 
employed for this purpose. Monsieur Bo- 
chet’s process appears to be more suitable for 
the restoration of vellum papers. In the case 
of laid papers, if the value of the work to 
be treated justifies it, a small special mold 
may be made or even a portion of a mold, 
with wires and water-marks.—La Papeterie. 


NO COPYRIGHT IN A TITLE. 


As has been often previously decided, the 
English High Court of Justice, in a suit for 
injunction, brought last month, ruled that 
there was no valid copyright in a title. 

Rose Broemel, professionally known as 
Rose d’Evelyn, sought injunction restraining 
the defendant, Louis Meyer, from infringing 
the plaintiff's copyright in a play entitled 
“Where There’s a Will There’s a Way,” by 
presenting at the Criterion Theatre a play 
entitled “Where There’s a Will——,” and by 
selling programmes. In each instance a double 
entendre in the word “Will” was intended, 
and the plaintiff claimed that this use of the 
word “Will” was original and subject to copy- 
right protection. 

No mention was made in the reporfts quoted 
of the connection between these titles and the 
recent novel by Mary Roberts Rinehart, well 
known on this side. 


NEW CUTS IN CABLE 


DEFERRED MESSAGES FROM 
3 CENTS 


RATES. 


ENGLAND WILL BE 
\ WORD. 


Tue English Postmaster-General announced 
last Tuesday several reductions in charges 
for telegrams to Canada, Newfoundland, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, Rho- 


desia, British Central Africa, and the United 
States. The reductions became effective on 
January I. 

The rate for deferred telegrams to Canada, 
Newfoundland and the United States is re- 
duced by 1% pence (3 cents) a word if sent 
by the Anglo-American, Direct United States, 
or Western Union companies. 

The rate for cable letters to eastern Amer- 
ica is reduced from 6 shillings ($1.44) for 
twenty-one words to 3 shillings (72 cents) 
for thirteen words, and will be delivered on 
the day after its dispatch. 

For week-end cable letters the rate will be 
4% shillings ($1.08) for twenty-five words, 
and will be delivered on Monday instead of 
Tuesday.

YORK. 


A new publishing house has entered the 
New York field, under the firm name of 
Sully & Kleinteich, with offices at 373 Fourth 
Avenue, New York. The new house will do 
a general line of publishing. 

Mr. George Sully was for a number of 
years with Little, Brown & Co., Boston, as 
their head salesman, and for the past year 
was with L. C. Page & Co., Boston, in the 
same capacity. 

Mr. Herman Kleinteich, who has just sev- 
ered his connection (as buyer of books and 
stationery) with the Greenhut-Siegel Cooper 
Company, of New York, where he has been 
for the past five years, was for a long num- 
ber of years buyer for the same departments 
for the R. H. White Co., Boston. He had 
been before that, also for a number of years, 
with Leggat Bros., of New York, where he 
served his apprenticeship. 

Both Mr. Sully and Mr. Kleinteich are well 
known to and popular with the trade, and as 
both are thoroughly familiar with both the 
retail and publishing ends of the business, 
success in their new joint venture can be 
easily forcasted.

BRIEF FILED IN “MACY CASE.” 


Tue final round of the so-called “Macy 
case” litigation opened, December 27, in the 
Supreme Court of the United States when a 
printed brief was filed by Macfarlane & Wise, 
attorneys for the plaintiffs-in-error, asking 
for an injunction against the carrying into 
effect of agreements between publishers and 
booksellers, alleged to control the supply and 
sale of books. 

The question has been in the lower courts 
for years. These courts finally held that the 
injunction should be issued as to uncopyright- 
ed books, but not as to copyrighted ones. The 
question now presented to the Supreme Court 
is whether the alleged agreements as to copy- 
righted books are in violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

The recent “bathtub” case, decided by the 
Supreme Court, was declared in this brief to 
have determined the illegality of the contracts 
for the mainfenance of the prices of copy- 
righted books. 


TRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 


ANNUAL BANQUET OF THE BROTHERHOOD 
OF COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS. 

On the night after Christmas, the Brother- 
hood of Commercial Travellers sat down to 
their twenty-eighth annual feast of choice 
viands at the Waldorf-Astoria, New York.

At the regular annual business meeting of 
the Brotherhood, held early in December, the 
following officers were elected for 1913:

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Bric.-GeEN. THEOPHILUS Francis RopDEN- 
BouGH, U.S. A., retired, who was honored for 
distinguished service during the Civil War, 
died, the latter part of December, at his home 
in New York, at the age of 74. He was the 
author of several books, among them “From 
Everglade to Cafion with the Second Dra- 
goons,” 1875; “Afghanistan and the Anglo- 
Russian Dispute,” 1885; “Uncle Sam’s Medal 
of Honor,” 1886; “Autumn Leaves from Fam- 
ily Trees,” 1892; and “Sabre and Bayonet,” 
1896. He was editor of “The Army of the 
United States,” 1896, and of the Journal of 
the Military Service Institution, 1899. 


Henry Carey Barirp, Philadelphia’s oldest 
publisher of industrial and technical books, 
died, December 31, in his apartments at 
Wayne, Penn. He was 87 years old, and 
founder and head of Henry Carey Baird & 
Co.. Mr. Baird was born at the United States 
Arsenal, Bridesburg, in 1825. His father, 
Capt. Thomas J. Baird, was a West Point 
graduate, and was in command of the post. 
In 1841, Mr. Baird came to Philadelphia and 
entered the publishing house of Carey & Hart, 
which had been founded by his grandfather, 
Mathew C. Carey, in 1785. Mathew C. Carey 
had been the publisher of a newspaper in 
Dublin, Ireland, and had been imprisoned for , 
a libel upon the House of Commons. He was 
induced to come to Philadelphia because he 
had seen notices in the Philadelphia papers 
of his trial and imprisonment, and believed 
he would find friends. The Marquis de La- 
fayette, who was in Philadelphia at the time, 
befriended him. In 1859, Henry C. Baird 
married Elizabeth Davis Pennington, of 
Philadelphia. She died in tgo1, leaving a 
daughter, Mrs. William Howard Gardiner. 
Mr. Baird was a disciple of the “Carey 
school” philosophy of statesmanship. In early 
life a Whig, he became a Republican in 1865, 
left that party after the Civil War, but sup- 
ported Blaine as a Protectionist in 1884, since 
which time he has had no political affiliations. 
He was an expert witness on silver before 
two committees of the House and before the 
United States Monetary Commission in 1876. 
During the last few years, Mr. Baird had 
been ill, and devoted comparatively little time 
to business. Among the many economic tracts 
and pamphlets of which he was the author 
are “John Sherman—a Critical Examination 
of His Claims to Statesmanship,” 1907; 
“American and English Banking Methods 
Contrasted,” 1908; “Fiat, the Sign and Token 
of Real Money,” 1908; “The South,” 1008; 
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“The Supreme Court of the United States 
on the Law of Association,” 1911; “Mr. 
Champ Clark as a Philosopher,” ro1t. 





PERIODICAL NOTES. 


JAMES CREELMAN, who retired last week as 
president of the New York Civil Service 
Commission, is to be associate editor of the 
New York Evening Mail. Mr. Creelman will 
receive a salary of $12,000 a year. 

Mrs. Frances Hopeson Burnert’s new 
novel, “T. Tembarom,” beginning serially in 
the January Century, traces the story of a 
boy who began life as a New York newsboy, 
worked himself up to the position of Harlem 
reporter for a newspaper, and later became 
a landed proprietor in England. 


The Lantern, a monthly publication, de- 
signed to fill the regretful editor with regret 
indeed, publishes only “discarded truth and 
rejected fiction’—manuscripts spurned by the 
undiscriminating. The January number con- 
tains, for instance, a story rejected as “too 
strong” by 38 publications; another which the 
Black Cat and Red Book turned down, as 
well as many hitherto friendless poems, 
sketches and drawings. 

A LETTER in the Boérsenblatt fiir den 
Deutschen Buchhandel from a_ publishing 
house in Athens notes that the influence of 
the war between Greece and Turkey in de- 
creased sales was only felt for the first few 
weeks, while there has been a large demand 
for maps and other war literature. There 
has been no money shortage, and credit with 
foreign firms has remained normal. This is 
in striking contrast with reports from Vienna, 
where business is described as at a practical 
standstill on account of the fear of war. 


ApotpH Ocns, of the New York Times, 
has sold his interest in the Philadelphia Pub- 
lic Ledger to John Gribbel and Cyrus H. K. 
Curtis, publisher of the Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal and Saturday Evening Post. This gives 
the Ledger a local and independent owner- 
ship. For the present, at least, Mr. Ochs’ 
brothers, George W. and Milton B., will con- 
trmue as editor and business manager, respec- 
tively, of the Ledger. The Ledger is seventy- 
seven years old, and was never more prosper- 
ous than now. 


Popular Mechanics Magazine has brought 
suit in the United States District Court of 
Massachusetts for $5000 damages and an in- 
junction against the School Arts Publishing 
Company of Boston. This company is the 
publisher of the School Arts Magazine, which 
has been offering Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine in a cut-rate combination with its own 
publications. The cut-rate offer was made 
without consulting the Popular Mechanics 
people in any way, and in spite of the fact 
that Popular Mechanics Magazine has printed 
tor years in large type on its front cover, 
every month, the statement that “Popular 
Mechanics Magazine Offers No Premiums; 
Does not Club,and Employs No Subscription 
Solicitors.” This suit is said to be the first 
of its kind ever brought.

BIBLIOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


CHECKLIST OF UNITED STATES PUBLIC 
DOCUMENTS, 1789-1909. 


THE period covered by this third edition of 
the checklist of government publications is, 
for Congressional documents, from the Ist 
Congress to the end of the 6oth Congress, and 
for departmental publications from the or- 
ganization of the United States government 
to the end of the calendar year 1909. The 
volume claims to be only a checklist, not a 
catalogue. In all cases the collation is omit- 
ted, unless such information is required in 
order to identify the documents listed; and in 
the case of serial publications, titles are omit- 
ted, numbers only being given. The Amer- 
ican state papers appear first of all, arranged 
by zero numbers from o1 to 038. These are 
followed by the series of Congressional doc- 
uments and reports, 15th-6oth Congress, ar- 
ranged by serial numbers from 1 to 5561. 
Then come the departmental publications, ar- 
ranged alphabetically by departments, and 
subdivided alphabetically by bureaus. A lib- 
eral view of what should be considered a 
public document has been taken, all publica- 
tions bought or published by Congress or 
published at government expense being in- 
cluded. No attempt is made to enter publica- 
tions of certain issuing offices which are large 
publishers of: government charts, maps and 


specifications; but in all such instances the 
classification of the series is clearly indicated, 
showing how the class would be booknum- 
bered. 

In 1892, the first edition of this checklist 
appeared as a slender pamphlet of 120 pages, 
listing Congressional documents for Con- 
gresses 15 to 51. Three years later its com- 
piler, Dr. J. G. Ames, turned over to F. A. 
Crandell, the new Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, the manuscript for edition two, which 
was issued the same year. This volume was 
nearly twice the size of the original edition, 
and contained the “serial numbers” for the 
documents of Congresses 15-53, with Nos. 
01-038 for American state papers, a selection 
from the documents of the first 14 Con- 
gresses. This edition, though of the greatest 
value, was far from complete, and the third 
edition, contemplated for’some time, was un- 
dertaken by the present superintendent, who 
assigned the immediate charge of the compi- 
lation to Miss Mary A. Hartwell. 

The work is primarily based on the great 
documentary library of the Superintendent of 
Documents Office, the shelves of which show 
complete files of all official publications from 
the establishment of the government to 1900, 
with the exception of some of the publica- 
tions of very early Congresses and a few mis- 
cellaneous publications which the library has 
been unable to obtain from various sources. 
The publications are arranged after the classi- 
fications used in the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments Office. A concise but clear exposition 
of the system is given in the introduction. 
This remarkable bibliography, probably more 
comprehensive in its scope than any list of 
documents yet issued, will be invaluable to 
historians, librarians and others. Volume 2 
will consist of a full index.
